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3. Sources consulted by Emboff believe that those on "Lea" - 
"0 Dia" lists were probably killed in Chile while under deten- 
tion by security authorities. Further, no sources, either GOA 
or private, reported any knowledge regarding purported Salta 
clash. Eniboff told that an operation resulting in sixty 
extremist deaths not possible to totally silence. Military 
intelligence, nrintmll'ing Salta operations, would have to know 
if it occurred. We are convinced they have no information 
which would support story. 

4. Legatt advises that police and especially the military 

establishments of Argentina, Uruguay, Paraguay, and Chile are 

well inter-connected. Correspondingly, there would be little 

difficulty for Chilean security authorities to get Argentine

jragKKX corpses, in Buenos Aires, if the Chileans alone had 
difficulties. Also, assassination operations are known to be 
carried out by these governments' security agencies for one 
another, though never provable. 

5. In view our investigation, we believe assassination stories 
and Salta operation involving Argentine security forces 
probably concocted by GOC for internal purposes. GOA compli- 
city, if any, was probably limited to cooperation with Chilean 
authorities in carrying out deception.
